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I. Statement of Reasons for Allowance : 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1, the prior art cited herein fails to disclose a function monitor 
comprising a detector, a transmitter indicating the detector's status by transmitting a 
status signal over a wireless connection, and a base unit operable to substantially 
continuously power the transmitter over the wireless connection, receiving the status 
signal from the transmitter over the wireless connection, and discerning the detector's 
status from the status signal. 

Regarding claim 13, the prior art cited herein fails to disclose a machine operable 
to process a work-piece comprising a d%tector operable to electrically respond to 
pressure within a hydraulic system of the machine, a transmitter electrically coupled 
with the detector ,and operable to indicate the detector's status, and a base unit 
mounted at a separation distance from the transmitter and operable to substantially 
continuously power the transmitter over a wireless connection and discern the 
detector's status over the wireless connection.
